— The Lord 
Mayor of London gave a grand ban- 
quet July 'ilst, in tho Egyptian Hall 
of the Mansion House, to representa- 
tives of Uterature, art, and music, -with 
out regard to notionality. Thoro wore 
300 persons present, comprising all 
tho eminent persons in those walks in 
London, and including many ladies. 
Oonspicuous among the guests was 
Adelina Patti, who occupied a seat 
immediately on the right of tho Lord 
Mayor, on wlioso left was Lord Hough- 
ton. Tho latter mado tho speech of 
tho evening, which was full of intorost- 
ing memoirs of 2>ast great names and 
happy allusions to the famous men 
and women of the present day. Tho 
Lord Mayor, in a toast to Music, paid 
graceful cora2)liment3 to Patti, as tho 
Queen of Song, to which her husband 
respondotl in her behalf, with thanks 
and praise to England for hor appre- 
ciation of art and artists. Speeches 
were also made in response to the 
t-oast to Journalism by Messrs. Sala of 
tho London, llyniau of the Belgian, 
and Saiu>r of the Anioricaii Press. The 
next evening, Mr. Disraeli, in liis 
speech at a dinner given by the Lonl 
Mayor to tho Ministers, alluded to the 
banquet to the artists with gi*atifica- 
tion, and hoped it would form a prece- 
dent for tho future. 

London, August 2. — The Public 
Worship Regulation bill passed to a 
third reading in tho House of C(jm- 
mons this evening. It is reported that 
Iloman Catholic bishops have forward- 
ed to the Government a protest declar- 
ing that thoy cannot submit to one- 
sided laws, claiming that the legisla- 
tivo power in matters concerning the 
Church belongs to the Pope alone. 

Paris, August !5. — "Le Temps" says 
Germany and England have arrived at 
a complete understanding on the Span- 
ish question, and horeat'ior no com- 
plaints will bo made if British ships 
conveying contraband of war to the 
Carlists are seized. 

London, August 3. — A game of base- 
ball was commenced at three o'clock 
this afternoon, between tho Athletic 
and Boston Clubs. Tho latter -won — 
score 27 to 7. Tho audience num- 
bered six thousand and was very en- 
thusiastic. The admi,SBion fee was one 
shilling, and tho proceeds were given 
to tho Americans. After the game of 
base-ball was finished, tho adjourned 
gamo of cricket -was resumed and 
played until a lato hour this afternoon, 
when it was again adjourned, to be re- 
sumed to-morrow. When play was 
suspended, the Marylebone Club had 
scored eighty-eight runs and had lost 
five wickets. There will be another 
game of base-ball played at 3 o'clock to- 
morrow. , .• 

London. August 3.— JJour&eau Du- 
pre, the French explorer oi Africa, was 
killed roccntly by marauders, while 
crossing tho Desert of Sahara. 

Ni)w York, Augusts. — Stoainor ad- 
vices from Europe to July 23d have 
been received. 

Acorresppndeht of a Paris journal 
says Cuenctt, which is only eighty 
miles from Madrid, could bavp easilv 
been saved from capture by tho Car- 
lists. Two columns of reinforcements 
i-tTijcted a junction beforo the city, ar- 
riving in ample time, and had they at- 
tacked the Carlists immediately the 
latter would have been obliged to raise 
the siege; but tho Spanish comman- 
dcrs had a dis])uto as to rank, and 
telographed to Madrid for a decision. 
Tho Madrid (iovernment hesitated to 
decide, and finally sent out another 
(roneral to take command. He arriv- 
ed at tho field t-«-enty-four hours after 
tho Garlists had taken, plundered, and 
loft Cuonca. 

A correspondent of tho "Times" 
writes from India that tho Bengal fam- 
ine is far from an end. Five mouths 
must pass beforo the rice crop can be 
harvested. Meantime, portions of the 
rico stock in Ciov(!rnmeiit stores inav 
bo apoilo<l. Prices continue high, and 
faniino characteristics are marked as 
over. It is impossible to say hov, 
many die daily, but it is well known 
that the death rates are fearful in some 
districts, and the suffering distress- 
ing. 

Ni:w York, August 1st. — Tho Paris 
letter oi tho Ijuiidon "Times" s.ays 
that lOmperor William having ])aid a 
two -days' visit to the Emperor of Aus- 
tria at Isohi, and having had an inter- 
view with the King of Bavaria, has re- 
paired to Gastoin. Letters from 
Vienna lay great strosH on the cordial- 
ity of the two Emperors.

The 
rest of the money i.s supposed to have 
been divided between other . political 
friends,' The members 'bf itho Cabinet 
who are charged with this fraud areSoli- 
eitor-Goneral Chaiiel, (^luiinet and Arch- 
anibnl. Arcliaiulial to-dav resigned his 
position ill tho Cabinet, having come to 
the conclusion that tljat was the only 
course which was open for him. It is ru- 
mored that tho Premier, Con^missionors 
of Crown Lands and President of the 
Council will follow suit. In the event of 
tlieir doing this this tlio Lieni .-Governor 
will liavo to call upon tiio Opposition to 
form a Ministry.
